Important Notice To Taxpayers 
tom t—+ 


All Taxpayers should read the following and comply 
with it. Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954. 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 
posting notification in writing in some public place in 
town, or shall notify them, in such other ways as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and bring 
in to them true and perfect lists of their estates, real and 
personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
they were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. If any resident owner after being reasonably re- 
quested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such 
list, he is barred of his right to make application to the 
assessors or the County Commissioners for any abate- 
ment of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his ap- 
plication and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed. The request upon non-resident 
owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 
to the last know address of the Taxpayer or given by 
any other method that brings notice to the Taxpayer.

HIGHWAYS: 


The final note was paid to the Merrill Trust Company 
this year on the State Aid Highway Construction notes 
that were issued ten years ago. The balance left in this 
account plus additional funds from the state were used 
to construct a short piece of highway on the Corinna 
Center road near the residence of Clifford Stevens. 


It was brought to my attention, this year, by the 
State Highway Commission, that we now have two pieces 
of road in Corinna which are designated as State Aid High- 
ways. These are the Corinna Center Road to the Dexter- 
Corinna town line and the Palmyra Road to the Newport 
town line and the St. Albans town line. I was informed 
by the Commission that these must be completed before 
any more could be designated. 


Town Road Improvement Funds were again used on 
the Lincoln’s Mill road. Another year’s work should com- 
plete this road. 


General maintenance and some construction was done 
on Summer Roads and Bridges. We were plagued by 
beaver this fall which caused considerable damage and 
we are in hopes that they will be trapped before another 
year. 


The 1959 Model 184 International truck was traded this 
year for a 1964. This was according to the schedule set 
up quite a few years ago. The new truck is a Model 
R-185 International. A new plow was installed on this 
truck because of the condition and size of the old one. 
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HEALTH AND SANITATION: 


A survey on the combined treatment of industrial 
and municipal wastes has been completed for the town 
by Sanitary Engineering Associates, Inc., of Boston, Mass- 
achusetts. This study includes our two industries which 
were not included in the survey made by Whitman & 
Howard, Inc. The recent survey was financed by State 
and Federal funds. The total estimate for the construc- 
tion of a treatment plant and some new sewers and trunk 
lines is $581,500.00. According to word received from the 
Water Improvement Commission in Augusta, this town 
must be prepared to proceed with remedial measures as 
soon as possible and in any case construction must start 
not later than September 1, 1965. 


WELFARE: 


Due to new policies in the State Welfare Department 
we have A.D.C. cases that have been dropped by the 
State and the town is now supporting them 100 percent. 
This is the reason for the overdraft in the relief account. 
This was done in December so only two months show up 
in this years report. From all indications we will have 
these cases for the next year which will call for a much 
larger appropriation in this account. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the town employees 
for their good work during the past year.

Division of Public Health Nursing 


Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service in 
Corinna for the Year 1963 


Your public health nurse who has provided nursing 
service in your community for the year 1963 is a mem- 
ber of the staff of the Division of Public Health Nursing. 
She is concerned with the promotion and maintenance 
of good health as well as the prevention of illness and 
the correction of disabilities. This service has provided 
home visits to infants, pre-school children a nd other 
members of the family for supervision, guidance and 
counseling with health problems and needs. Other areas 
of the public health nurse’s work are in the school, at 
child health conferences and at clinics. She provides 
nursing care on an instructional basis, particularly for 
the aged and chronically ill, under the medical direction 
of the family physician. Being constantly aware of early 
signs and symptoms of disease she helps the families 
to obtain medical care when necessary. When requested 
by the family physician children are referred to the fol- 
lowing clinics which are conducted by the Division of 
Maternal and Child Health and Crippled Children’s Serv- 
ices: Cardiac, Pediatric, Orthopedic, Cystic Fibrosis, 
Speech, Hard of Hearing, Cleft Palate Evaluation and 
the Clinic for Mentally Retarded Preschool Children. 
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Following is a statistical summary of some of the 


health services provided in Corinna:

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Report of Swim Front. Director 
+o—t—+t 

The 1963 Corinna Swim Front Program was con- 
cluded on August 16 after experiencing a very successful 
six week’s session. Except for the last two weeks of 
classes, weather was no problem. The water at the 
beach: area was low this year, but at no time could it 
have been classed as ‘‘dangerous”’ or unfit for swimming. 
The initial registration for swimming classes was 120. 
This is lower than that for the first two years of the pro- 
gram, but this was anticipated. There were only 10 ac- 
tual drop-outs for the entire session. Conflicts with 
camp and other activities accounted for most of any other 
absences. Of the 55 Beginners registered 4 dropped out, 
31 were given final examinations and of these 28 were 
passed. 15 Children registered for the Advanced Be- 
ginner Class. Of this group 2 dropped out, 13 were 
tested and 11 were passed. Of 27 Intermediates 2 
dropped out, 22 were tested and 20 were passed. In the 
Swimmers Group of 9 students there were no drop-outs. 7 
were tested and passed. In the Life-Saving Classes 13 
were registered and one dropped out. 10 Junior Life 
Savers were tested and passed. 1 Senior Life Saver 
was tested and passed. One Water Safety Aide certifi- 
cate was awarded. 


During the last few weeks of classes the weather be- 
came cold and attendance dropped sharply, especially 
in the Beginner Groups. Consequently, many good stu- 
dents, who had earned the skill to pass to another class, 
were unable to do so this year because they did not 
come during the final week of testing. ‘‘Passing”’ in it- 
self is not important but the incentive and pride which 
a child enjoys when he feels he has accomplished 
something is important. Consequently, it is the duty of 
the parent to see that hi schild attends as many classes 
as possible to allow time for the simple but important 
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formality of receiving a certificate. As an instructor I 
measure the success of this program by the amount 
of swim skills learned by the children, not by the num- 
ber of certificates awarded. 


The citizens of Corinna are very fortunate to pos- 
sess more than adequate beach facilities and to have the 
opportunity for their children to learn how to swim 
and be safe in the water. Obviously the results of this 
type of program will always out-weigh in importance 
the funds appropriated for it. I would want the citizens 
of Corinna to continue to support this program in every 
way possible.

We have three new teachers at the Eastland School 
this year. Mrs. Alice Hopkins, now teaching grade two, 
attended Farmington State Teachers College, with furth- 
er study at the University of Maine. She is a former 
teacher, with seven years of previous classroom exper- 
ience. Frederick Hickey, Jr. replaced Mrs. Mary 
Foss. who, because of illness, resigned in January as 
teacher of grade three. Mr. Hickey attended Farming- 
ton State.Teachers College, and plans to complete study 
for a bachelor’s degree this summer. Miss Marion Rol- 
lins, teacher of grade four, taught for several years at 
Dover-Foxcroft. She studied at Farmington, and re- 
ceived her degree from the University of Maine. Miss 
Donna Tasker, now instructor of vocal music, is a grad- 
uate of Colby College, attended the University of Maine, 
and is currenty enrolled at the Northern Conservatory of 
Music, majoring in violin and music education. Recently 
assuming duties as guidance director, Mr. Stephen Po- 
dolsky completed study at the University of Maine for a 
master’s degree in education majoring in guidance. He 
has taught at Brewer, and has been teaching at Bangor 
High School, while serving an apprenticeship in guidance 
in the Bangor.system. 
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Mrs. Velma Pushor, following many years of teaching 
in Maine schools (over twenty years in Corinna), retired 
in June 1963. She is a graduate of Corinna Union Acad- 
emy, and attended Gorham Normal School and the Uni- 
versity of Maine. We miss her services at the Eastland 
School, and wish to express appreciation for her many 
years of faithful service to education in Maine. 


The high enrollment in the primary grades of five 
years ago has now reached the Academy. In April 1959, 
all but one of the first five grades at the Eastland School 
numbered more than fifty pupils. In the sub-primary 
grade there were fifty-six. These pupils, now reaching 
grade nine, may mean a considerable increase in the 
number of local high school students for the next several 
years. The following table shows the number of local stu- 
dents at the Academy in April of the years indicated, and 
at the present time:

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At the present time there are more students at the 
Academy than since the year 1953, when there were 130. 
At no other time during the past fifteen years have there 
been as many enrolled. 


Our school costs continue an upward trend. We must 
provide modern materials and equipment to permit ef- 
fective teaching, as well as more funds for teacher 
salaries. Recent plans provide for a television set in each 
of the elementary schools. Some excellent educational 
programs are now televised, and can be readily integ- 
rated with our regular program. A new tape recorder 
and filmstrip projector, as well as other desirable aids 
will help competent teachers provide more effective in- 
struction. With the rapid growth of knowledge today we 
must make the best use of classroom time. New con- 
tent and newer methods may mean a greater depth of 
learning. 


This year we closed our maintenance account with 
an unexpended balance of $988.61. This is carried for- 
ward to the next fiscal year. However, had we had a 
guidance director last September, it is doubtful that this 
balance would exist when accounts were closed. At the 
same time there is an overdraft of $350.47 in the equip- 
ment account, a balance of $44.93 in repairs, and an over- 
draft of $623.43 in the secondary schools account. With 
an increase in the number of local students, requiring 
more instructional materials, these costs will again in- 
crease. With nineteen Corinna students graduating from 
the Academy this year, and thirty-two from grade eight 
to enter next fall, we may have nearly 130 local stu- 
dents there next September. 


After considerable thought given to school needs, 
the Superintending School Committee recommends the fol- 
lowing amounts as necessary for the operation of the 
schools for the coming year. These figures were pre- 
sented and discussed at the meeting of the Budget 
Committee. 
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General Maintenance $64,000.00 
Equipment 1,700.00 
Repairs 1,200.00 
Secondary Schools (other than Acad.) 4,500.00 


Our buildings are well-cared for, and are in excellent 
condition. However, certain repairs will be necessary. 
Over the past five years, since the 1959-60 school year, 
this expenditure has averaged some over $1,200.00. There 
is more work that should be done at the Grammar 
School this year. There always seems to be some 
repair work of a miscellaneous nature to do, as well as 
some painting, either inside or out. 


The sum recommended by the Joint Committee for 
Corinna Union Academy, under the secondary school 
account is $49,500.00 


It has been a pleasant task the past year working 
with people that indicate such sincere interest in their 
schools, and who clearly wish to offer their best to stu- 
dents who will assume the responsibility for study and 
learning. The friendly courtesy and cooperation shown 
are greatly appreciated.

To the Superintendent, Board of Trustees, Schoo] Com- 
mittee and Citizens of Corinna: 


Herewith, I submit the annual Principals Report of 
Corinna Union Academy. 


On September 4, 1963, 133 students enrolled at the 
Academy. Since that date, we have had six dropouts and 
two late registrations bringing the total to our present 
enrollment of 129. 


The teaching staff consists of the following new 
faculty members. 


Paul MacDonald is a native of Gorham, Maine and 
a graduate of Calvin College, Grand Rapids, Michigan. 
Mr. MacDonald teaches English and science and is our 
dramatics coach. 


Patricia Grosser is a native of Liberty, Maine and 
a graduate of the University of Maine. Mrs. Grosser 
teaches math and social studies and assists in dramatics. 


Roland Wilkins is a native of Albion, Maine and a 
graduate of the University of Maine. Mr. Wilkins teaches 
chemistry, science, and social studies. 


Gordon Curry is a native of South Portland and 
a graduate of the University of Maine. The addition 
of Mr. Curry to our faculty as social studies and English 
teacher greatly improved our program at the academy 
by allowing for more homogeneous grouping in the 
English, French, history, and civics departments. A 
conflict in the schedule was also eliminated so that 
world history is now available to sophomores. In the 
absence of a basketball coach, Mr. Curry also consented 
to take on the duties of this extra-curricular activity. 
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Mrs. Alfred Louder consented to serve as girls’ 
basketball coach since no faculty member was quali- 
fied. Her generous donation of time and effort was great- 
ly appreciated both by the team and the faculty. 


During this past summer and fall, the Academy 
underwent extensive cleaning, painting, and repairing. 
On the outside of the building, the roof was shingled, 
the front steps were coated with a preservati , new 
foundations were laid for the pillars in the front of the 
building and painting of the foundation was completed. 


On the inside of the building, the biology and com- 
mercial classrooms were painted, new seats were placed 
in the commercial room, new ceilings were installed in 
the guidance and teachers’ rooms and new lights were 
placed in the hallways and the teachers’ room. 


In the basement a new hot water heater was installed 
and a new storage and supply room built. | 


These improvements to the building certainly 
helped us to get off to a fine start at the beginning of 
the school year. 


I wish to express my appreciation to everyone who 
has in any way contributed to the improvement of our 


educational program this year.

Scope of Audit 


The audit consisted of an examination of the ac- 
counts of the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Excise Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


Cash on hand was verified by physical count and 
that on deposit by reconciliation of statement received 
from the depositary bank, the Newport Trust Co., New- 
port, Maine. 


It was ascertained that all recorded receipts had 
been promptly deposited intact, and correctly distributed. 
All disbursements had been made by check. 


Valuation records were tested sufficiently to satisfy 
me that all records pertinent to valuation, and assess- 
ment were correct. 


The commitment to the collector had been properly 
prepared, and collections were tested in detail. Schedule 
a-1 of this report shows a summary of the transactions 
in the tax accounts by year of commitment and the 
balances at the close of the fiscal year are supported by 
detail on file in the town office.
